Jaws of Life 
Free Couple 
After Coilision 


The Jaws of Life were used to free a 
Kalkaska couple who were pinned inside 
their pick-up following a two car accident 
on M-72 near Danish Lansing Road last 
Saturday, January 6. A fire had started un- 
der the hood of the truck, but the first 
Sheriff's deputy at the scene was able to 
quickly control the fire with a fire ex- 
tinguisher. 

James Hittle, 82, and Edna Hittle, 79, both 
of Kalksska were transported to Mercy 
Hospital by Crawford County Ambulance 
Corps and Northern Ambulance. James 
Hittle was later transferred to Munson 
Medical Center in Traverse City by North 
Flight. 

The driver of the other vehicle, Mark 
Hamlyn, 41, of Traverse City, was taken by 
ambulance to Mercy Hospital. 

The accident occurred at about 1:56 p.m. 
when Hittle lost control of his truck on the 
icy road and skidded sideways directly into 
the path of Hamlyn’s vehicle. Hamlyn’s 
vehicle struck Hittle’s pick-up broadside. 

Hittle was driving east on M-72 West ap- 
proximately % mile East of Danish Landing 
Road. Hamlyn was traveling westbound. 

James and his wife, Edna, were not 
wearing safety belts. Sheriff deputies said 
Hamlyn was wearing his safety belt and 
said it definitely contributed to him not suf- 
fering more serious injuries. 

The Grayling City and Township Fire 
Department was called to the scene for fire 
suppression and the Jaws of Life. Deputies 
were also assisted for traffic control by 
DNR Conservation Officers and Grayling 
City patrolmen. 


85-Year-Old Man 
Arrested For 
Threatening Pair 


An 8 year oid Grayling man was arrested 
by Crawford County Sheriff deputies last 
Sunday, January 7, after he allegedly 
threatened two Lapeer residents with a 
hand gun. 

The incident occurred at about 2 p.m. 
when the two downstate men were driving 
down a private road on the way to their 
week-end cabin when they were approached 
by the Grayling man with a gun. The two 
men left immediately, unharmed. 

The man was later arrested and the 
weapon was confiscated following 4 15 
minute stand-off while sheriff deputies at- 
tempted to talk the elderly man out of his 
house. 

The suspect’s name is being withheld 
pending his arraignment.

Tt.e Crawford County Road Commission has 
decided to accept Burger King’s offer of $215,000 
to purchase their property and buildings on the 
corner of M-72 East and I-75 Business Loop. 

David Sahin, attorney for the commission, 
presented Burger King’s offer to the board at 
their November 10th meeting, but the members 
of the board put off making a decision on the of- 
fer until the two-year old property appraisals 
could be updated. 

The road commission would receive $193,500 of 
the purchase price and the remainder would be 
paid for the real estate broker's comiatssion. 


New appraisals by Garry Zachritz of Traverse 
City and Alpine Appraisal Company of Gaylord 
were $200,000 and $193,000 respectively. The 
Zachritz appraisal remained the same, but the 
Alpine appraisal increased from $157,000 to

State Undecided 
About Appealing 
AMAC Reversal 


The Michigan Court of Appeals has overturned 
a ruling by Court Judge Alton Davis in a suit filed 
by the AuSable/Manistee Action Council 
(AMAC) against the Department of Military Af- 
fairs (DMA) in November, 1987. 

The Court of Appeals’ ruling stated that 
because AMAC’s suit did not involve an ancillary 
claim for money damages, the circuit court had 
jurisdiction to hear AMAC’s suit. 

The appellate court also ruled that the 
Supreme Court has established that sovereign 
immunity from being sued does not bar contract 
claims against the state and cited four examples 
where agencies of the state of Michigan were 
sued. 

AMAC filed a suit in the 46th Circuit Court on 
November 9, 1987, against the state of Michigan 
to prevent the use of donated property at Camp 
Grayling by military units other than the 
Michigarf National Guard. 

In the suit, AMAC stated that at the time the 
nearly 14,000 acres were donated (1913), Rasmus 
and Margrethe Hanson imposed restrictions on 
how the land was to be used. These restrictions 
specified that the land would be used as a per- 
manent encampment for the Michigan Militia, 
as a game preserve, as a forest preserve and asa 
recreation camp for governmental employees. 

On May 2, 1988, Judge Alton Davis, dismissed 
the suit stating, “If (the) Plaintiff has a 
justiciable claim, it must be litigated in the Court 
of Claims.”’ 

The judge’s opinion stated that the Court of 
Claims has exclusive jurisdiction tn claims 
against the state concerning contracts. 

According to the appellate court ruling, in 1984 
the Court of Claims Act was amended and 
provides that if there ts no ancillary claim for 
money damages involved in a claim the Court of 
Claims lacks jurisdiction over equitable claims 
and stated that the circuit court did have 
jurisdiction over AMAC’s claim for declaratory 
relief. 

Dan Alstott, executive director for AMAC, said 
he was extremely encouraged by the December 
27th decision. 

“The DMA has 21 days from the date of the 
decision to appeal the ruling,’’ said Alstott. He 
said AMAC would wait for that decision before 
announcing its plans. . 

‘‘We intend to continue,’’ he said. “It is just a 
matter of when and where. We did not go 
through all this to stop now.”’ 

MAJ Jerold Foehl, Camp Grayling 
spokesman, said the DMA has not determined 
whether to appeal the ruling. 

‘Both sides will be served by having a deter- 
mination made which reflects the original 
donor’s intent and will put this matter to rest on- 
ce and for all,’’ he said. 

Public Affairs Officer LTC Brian Downey said, 
“The suit could harm the area’s economy if non- 
Michigan units are barred and the defense 
department cuts back on the $16 to $20 million a 
year it spends on Camp Grayling.”’ 

He said he believes the guard will prove that 
Hanson approved of non-Michigan units using 
the camp. Downey said an example of this ap- 
proval occurred when Hanson welcomed units 
from other states upon their arrival at Camp 
Grayling in 1927. 


- Dog Census 
Tracl:3 Down 
Non-paying Owners 


Time ran out before the 1989 dog census could 
be completed, but County Treasurer Joseph 
Wakeley has dubbed the census a success. 

Wakeley said approximately 2,000 licenses 
were issued in 1989 which produced $9,669 in 
county revenue. This compares to about 900 
licenses issued and $3,068 received in 198% when 
there was no dog census taken. 

Wakeley said the benefits of the dag census go 
beyond the issuance of Ilcenses and revenue for 
the county. 

“Before any license can be Issued the owner of 
the dog must present proof that his pet has 
received its rabies vaccine,’ he said. ‘Because

of the census, there are many more vaccinated 
dogs and thats better for everyone.’ 

Wakeley said his office will be asking the 
County Board of Commissioners at their 
January [3th meeting to approve the beginning 
of the 1900 dog census. He said the new census 
will begin by covering the areas not canvassed in 
1089. ‘This inciudes the area east of Grayling, 
south of North Down River Road and the City of 
Grayling. He said he has ordered 3,000 dog licen- 


ses for 1990. 


License fees for 1980 have been increased to $6 
for all male and female dogs and $3 for unsexed 


dogs. 


Wakeéley explained that his office has changed 
the way it keeps track of dogs within the county. 
He said a tracking systern using a sequence 
number and name of the township is combined. 
The local veterinarian’s office will be coding 
licenses It sells to coincide with the new system. 

‘As we perfect the census and the tracking 
system it is our hope that the law enforcement 
process will take over,'’ said Wakeley. 

According to Assistant Animal Control Officer 
Dixie Lobsinger’s year end report, information 


was gathered on 2,060 dogs during her door-to- ' 


door census. 


Lobsinger said a list containing the names of 
218 Crawford County residents who own unlicen- 
sed dogs has been turned over to the prosecuting 


attorney. 


Assistant Prosecuter David Sabin said persons 
who were contacted during the 1989 dog cerisus 
and did not purchase licenses have an oppor- 
tunity to do so before March 1, at the courthouse, 
when they purchase their dog’s 1990 Hcense. 
Otherwise, he explained, the prosecutor's office 
will issue complaints of non-compltance of Act 
889, the 1918 Dog Law, which Sabin sald is a 


misdemeanor. 


“Upon conviction of a misdeameanor,'' ex- 
plained Sabin, '‘a person can be fined not less 
than $10 nor moré than $100 or imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than three months or 
both fine and imprisonment." He sald that in ad- 
dition to any fines levied, the person is also sub- 


ject to pay court costs.

Challenging Icehouse Classes 
Make Winter Quilting Fun 


The time between the Christmas 
holidays and springtime activities 
can sometimes pass at a snails pace 
leaving people with too much time 
on their hands and a little depressed. 

The Icehouse Quilt Shop's 
schedule of quilt-related classes of- 
fers a perfect solution to the winter- 
time doldrums. Jil! Wyman, Dawn 
Goodrich and Winnie Riddle, the 


, Icehouse staff, have just completed 


thetr latest newsletter, The Icehouse 
Crier, detailing the upcoming 
classes that will begin January 17 
and continue through March. The 
newsletter, which will be distributed 
via APS this week, includes a brief 
description and the date and time of 
each class along with = pre- 
registration dates, class size limits 
and fees. 

Deciding which classes to offer 
each quarter is a challenge for the 
Icehouse staff. Many of their new 
techniques are learned when they 
attend the various quilt markets 
held anrually throughout the United 
States. Attending these markets 
gives the staff an opportunity to visit 
with the authors and designers of the 
latest fabrics, books and patterns 
and then bring the new materials 
and ideas back to Grayling. Classes 
are. also repeated by popular 
demand. 

One of the new classes offered this 
quarter is Wearable Art for Real 
People. Students taking this class 
will take a favorite pattern and by 
piecing fabric of their choice and 
colors together make their own 
material. The handmade material 
wil} then be cut into pattern pieces 
and sewn together. This piece of 
clothing can then oe finished 
(quilted, lined etc.) as the wearer 
desires. 

‘‘Wearable Art for Real People 
gives ordinary people an oppor- 
tunity to design clothing that looks 
good on them by accentuating their 
body's positive qualities,’’ explained 
Dawn, ‘while allowing quilters to 
take their art with them wherever 
they go." 

Class times include morning, af- 
ternoon, evening and Saturday 
hours to accommodate everyone's 
schedule, If a class is offered that 
does not fit in with your schedule, 
talk to the staff and every effort will 
be made to match person, time and 
class at the earllest possible time. 
The staff is always available for 
project consultations, That's their 
job! 


Most quilting students come 
from a 60 mile radius around 
Grayling, but a few students have 
come from as far away as Grand 
Rapids and Traverse City. Some are 
beginning quilters, some are ex- 
perienced, one man took a quilting 
‘class, all were giad for the effort 
spent and many students tell their 
friends about what they learned. 


“The classes are always fun,”’ 
said Bev’ McNamara, a regular 
Icehouse student. ‘'The teachers are 
all knowledgeable as are the other 
people taking the class. Ideas are 
shared by those taking the class as 
we all learn from the instructors."’ 

Instructors include the Icehouse 
staff, but guest instructors have 
come from other parts of Michigan, 
the United States and this quarter, 
Kathy Bissett from Waterloo, 
Canada, will be teaching her Hidden

While Michigan has 
a fairly comprehensive 
Recreational Trespass 
Act, Maine apparently 
only has a. section 
prohibiting the ‘‘abuse 
of another person’s 
property’’. This 
violation is then 
detailed as destroying 
a fence or wall, leaving 
& gate open, trampling 
or destroying crops or 
damaging a tree by 
“inserting any 
metallic or ceramic 
object to be used as 
part of a ladder obser- 
vation stand.”’ 

Maine has some very 
restrictive regulations 
concerning the taking 
and possession of deer, 
even though they have 
a lengthy season, 
which runs from ‘‘the 
Sth Monday preceding 
Thanksgiving to 
November 30’'. A few 
of their regulations: 
the Saturday 
preceding the first day 
of the open season is 
for residents of Maine, 
only (there is no Sun- 
day hunting allowed); 
all deer killed must be 
registered; all deer 
killed during the bow 
season must be inspec- 
ted to insure they were 
actually killed with a 
bow and arrow. It is 
unlawful to drive deer ; 
to entice deer with 
‘galt or any other bait 
or food’’; to transport 
a legally taken deer 
unless it is tagged, 
‘open to view”’ and is 
accompanied by the 
person who killed it. 
The ‘‘commissioner'' 
(whom is analogous to 
our Director of the 
Department of Natural 
Resources) may ter- 
minate the deer season 
“at any time in any 
area, due to adverse 
weather conditions or 
severe hunting 
pressure”’. 

The size of the deer 
herd in Maine, and the 
number taken, must be 
considerably less than 
ours. I can’t imagine a 
registration and in- 
spection requirement 
here.
